Six,—I am at present a resident of London,

We boarded a train on the 
wharf on the Kingstown Pier, and, after bemg 
seated, a railway officer entered the compart- 
ment to collect fares. On my enquiring what 
the first-class fare from Kingstown to Amiens 
street was, I was amazed when told that the 
price was Ss. each, single journey. I demurred 
on the ground that the amount was excessive, 
but paid the money, £1 for foun persons, and 
received @ receipt in exchange. 

On my return to London I wrote to the 
Manager of the Dublin and South-Eastern Rail- 
way in regard to this exorbitant charge, and 
pointed out to him that, as the distance was 
approximately 6} miles, it was equal to about 
. per person per mile. 1 have his reply before 
me, in which he states thet the fare paid was 
correct. My object in writing 40 you is to 
direct public attention to this iniquitous charge, 
in the hope that, when the shareholders of the 
above company end the public realise what is 
going on, an imperative demand will be made 
tor a reduction to reasonable rates. I have 
travelled in many parts of the world end on 
many railways, but never have I had to submit 
to such an extortionate charge for a similar dis- 
tance, or anything approaching it.
